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OIL PROBE AWAITS 
ACTION ON SINCLAIR 


Washington, April 19.—Senate in- 
vestigation of the naval oil leases will 
not be finally closed until after the 
courts have determined whether Har- 
ry F. Sinclair, lessee of Teapot Dome, 
is to be required to answer questions 
put to him by the oil committee. 

In making this announcement to- 
day, Senator Walsh, of Mentana, the 
committee prosecutor, said the in- 
quiry probably would be suspended 
after next week until there is a fina] 
decision in the Sinclair case. 

The Montana senator said he had 
only three additional witnesses to 
call, and Senator Spencer, republic- 
an, Missouri, has informed the com- 
mittee that he expects to examine 
onlv_one or two more persons. 

E. C. Finney, assistant secretary 
of the interior; Dr. H. Foster Bain. 
director of the bureau of mines, and 
Mrs. Georgia Hamon Rohrer, widow 
of Jake Hamuon, late republican na- 
tional committeeman from Oklahoma, 
are the witflesses Senator Walsh will 
call. Senator Spencer has not an- 
nounced the names of those he will 
examine, 

Questions Walsh Will Ask. 


Senator Walsh said further inquiry 
into naval reserve No. 2 in California 
would be confined to the questioning 
of Mr, Finney and Dr. Bain. Mrs. 
Rohrer wil] be examined in connec- 
tion with events at the republican na- 
tional convention at Chicago in 1920, 
and also. is to produce the books and | 
papers left by her late husband re-| 
lating to political transactions. 

Replying to questions by Senator 
Spencer, republican, Missouri, W. W. 
Tarbell, an oil operator of Bethel, 
Conn., said that after oil lands ad- 
jacent to Teapot Dome had been leas- 
ed by Secretary Payne in the Wilson 
administration, “something had to be 
done” to protect the naval reserves. 

Tarbell also said that the leasing 
of 120 acres in reserve No. 2, dur- 
ing the Jast month of the Wilson ad- 
ministration had proved the “enter- 
ing wedge” for the leasing of naval 
oil lands; that a yolicy of that kind, 
once inaugurated, usually was cdher- 
ed to. 

Senator Walsh then made it a mat- 
ter of record that Secretary Payne 
was obliged under the law to lease 
the fields adjacent to ‘the northern 
ring of Teapot Dome. He also elicited 
from Tarbell the statement that a 
lease having been granted in No. 2, 
it did not follow that the other two 


reserves, on which no. leases, 
for individual wells, had been grant- 
ed up to March 4, 1921, 
leased. 

Turning to naval reserve No. 1, 
Senator Walsh developed from the 
Witness that the 31 per cent royalty 
paid by the Doheny interests to the 
government applied to a “phenomenal 
field’ in a small section of that re- 
serve, 


Would Be Crazy. 


Sweeping his pencil over a large 
map of the 30,000 acres in the whole 
reserve, Senator Walsh asked if any 
one would consent to pay a royalty 
of 51 per cent on sych an aren. 

“Not unless he is crazy,” said Tar- 
bell. 

Senator Walsh remarked that Les- 
lie M. Shaw, a former secretary of 
the treasury, had been making state- 
ments in publie addresses that Do- 
heny was paying 31 per cent royalty 
on bis leases. 

Tarbell said no one conld tel] now 


whether the Doheny or Sinclair lease | 


would prove the more profitable to 
the government; that only the actual] 
production of oil could furnish the 
answer to that. 

On the present showing in Teapot 
Dome, he said, it would appear that 


the Doheny contract would prove the! 


more jrofitable. This would be due 
to the fact, he added, that the Cal- 
ifornia fields are more productive and 
furnish more “gusher” wells. 


Issued Under Harding. 


Senator Walsh brought out that 
not a single lease for oi] wells in 
naval reserve No. 1 
No. 3, in Wyoming, had been 
issued prior to the Harding adminis- 
tration. 

“All of the leases were in naval] 
reserve No. 2,” the witness said.

This valiant 
knight is none other than Manrico and 
the duchess declares that she herself 
crowned him as winner of all honors 
on that occasion.

She sings of him in the “Tacea la 
notte placida’’ (Peaceful was. -the 
night).

count now recognizes him as one who 


has taken up arms against the govern- 
ment and issues a Challenge to com- 
bat. Manrico accepts the invitation 
in spite of Leonora’s protests and her 
efforts to calm their jealous passion. 
They withdraw to fight, leaving her 
swooning. 


ACT Il 
Scene: A Gypsy Camp. 


HE curtain rises upon a gypsy 

camp in the Biscay mountains in 
the early morning. The gypsies are 
beginning their day’s work, hammer- 
ing upon the anvils shoes for their 
horses, and joyously singing. This is 
the famous Anvil Chorus, the “La 
Zingarella.”” The swinging tune, ac- 
companied by lusty blows on the an- 


vil swelling the rough voices of the 
men, is justly renown. It is a rhythm 
that is broad and sweeping, and one 


listening to it is carried away 
by its majesty. Azucena, 
whose mother had perished 
at the stake by the Count Di 
Luna’s command, is among 
them. It was she who stole 
the infant, as told by Fer- 
rando and she now re- 
peats the story for the 
benefit of Manrico, who, 
though still weak, is 
} recovering from an al- 
-most mortal wound re- 
ceived on the field of 
battle. The story is told 
in the ‘‘Stride la vampa” 
(Fierce Flames Are 

© Soarifg ). 
Azucena, who 
seems Obsessed by a 
horrible memory, re- 
lates to Manrico her 
mother’s death, beg- 
ging him to help her 
avenge it. She tells 
how she herself stole 
the count’s youngest 
child and with her 
own babe in her arms, in a state of 


distraction, and heedless, threw a 
babe into the fire, and when the 


flames had died looked about her and 
beheld—not her own, but the count’s 
son. 

Manrico starts up in amazement, 
and asks if he, then, ‘s not her son, 
She now changes the subject by re- 
minding him how she had nursed him 
hack to life after the terrible wound 
he had received in the duel with the 
count. Manrico at once tells of his 
violent struggle with his rival, in 
which, by a strange impulse, he had 
spared the count’s life after holding 
him at his mercy in the fight. He de- 
clared as he stood over his enemy he 
heard a voice as if from heaven bid- 
ding him spare him, and he obeyed. 
The air ‘‘Mal reggendo all’aspro as- 
salto” (At My Mercy Lay the Foe) is 
in martial vein, yet smooth and flow- 
ing. Azucena introduces a more agi- 
tated feeling into the music as she bids 
her foster son never to allow an ene- 
my to escape, but to kill without hesi- 
tation. This leads to a powerful sing- 
ing climax, in which both voices are 
strikingly blended. 


SCENE Il 
A Convent Cloister. 


© the cloister of a convent near 
Castellor the Count Di Luna with 
Ferrando and other followers, has 
come to seize Duchess Leonora before 
she takes the veil. Since the awful duel 


she has heard nothing of her trou- 
badour lover and thinking him dead 
has decided to enter a convent. Count 
Di Luna, however, is determined that 
before this shall happen he will carry 
her away by force, and so has come 
to the walls of the convent for this 
purpose. His deep love for her now 
finds expression in a number that is 
remarkable for its musical beauty. 
This is the ‘‘Il balen del suo sorriso”’ 
(The Tempest of the Heart). ° 

As its last cadenza comes to an end 
the convent bell tolls and the chant 
of nuns is heard as they come out 
of the convent to receive Leonora, 
who, with Inez, enters. The count in 
a passion declares to his soldiers that 
she must be taken before the altar is 
reached. This is followed by the vig- 
orous ‘‘Per me ora 
fatale’ (This pas- 
sion That Inspires 
Me). The two 
women bid each 
other farewell, Inez 
passionately weep- 
ing, and her friend 
sad and calm. The 
count intercepts 
Leonora as she 
yould enter the 
convent. She is 
quickly surrounded 
by the nuns, who 
seek to protect her 
from the count 
when, suddenly, 
Manrico appears 
like a phantom and 
places himself be- 
tween the count 
and Leonora. With 
great joy she rec- 
cognizes her lover 
and turns to him 
gladly, eager for 
him to take her 
away. The count 
furiously attempts 
to prevent it, but 
Manrico’s soldiers, 
under Ruiz, enter, 
engage the count’s 
forces and drive 
them back.

ZUCENA has fallen a prisoner to

‘Count Di Luna hav- 
ing stormed Castellar and not tind- 
ing Duchess Leonora, ¥eturns with his 
troops and prisoners to his Allatera 
palace. Hither, outside a wing of the 
castle, near the prison tower, come 
Leonora and Ruiz, thinking that pos- 
sibly they may vet save Manrico. 
Leonora now faces the trowning bat- 
tlements of the castle and sings her

She now hears his 
voice, from his prison, setting forth 
the ever famous “‘Miserere’’ (i Have 
Sighed to Rest Me) 

Notwithstanding the dramatic Sttu- 


ation created, the music Of this scene 
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is extraordinarily impressive. In its 
initial stages the chanting of priests 
is introduce’ and is followed by a 
Strange accompaniment from the or- 
chestra, convulsive chords, of slow ir- 


resistible reiterated rhythm which 
sounds like the approach of doom. 
Suddenly there comes a lovely, pas- 
sionately sorrowful minor melody 
for Leonora upon which bursts the 
exquisite air of Manrico, from within 
the prison walls, followed by a joyful 
cry from his beloved... These pas- 
Sages, heard separately at the outset 
are combined and interwoven into 
the marvelously impressive ensemble 
which makes the scene one of the 
most highly appreciated of all oper- 
atic situations. It is ended when 
Count Di Luna approaches to enter 
the castle. 

leonora begs for the life of Man- 
rico and finally offers to marry the 
count on condition of his being 
spared, though she never intends in 
her heart to be his bride. The count 
rejoices in obtaining his greatest de- 
sire and accepts her proviso, while 
she, purposing to swallow poison con- 
tained in a ring she wears as soon as 
she is assured of Manrico’s freedom, 
forgets her own fate in her joy that 
he will live. ‘‘Vivra!

For centuries their simple and won- 
derful melodies were ignored. _ Fi- 
nally, however, in the same epoch 
which was ushered in by the freeing 
of the serfs, there came to Russian 
musicians a realization of afl that the 
folklore of their own country might 
mean to the development of a rep- 
resentative national art. 

One of the first great Russian com- 
posers to feel the beauty of the peas- 
ant songs and to respond to their in- 
fluence in his music was Modest 
Moussorgsky (1839-81). His genius 
was so audacious and original that he 
was the last of a school of five to re- 
eive recognition at his true value, 
that of an uncompromising idealist. 
Moussorgsky embodied the social and 
intellectual movement then sweeping 
through Russia, of which the refrain 
was ‘‘Back to the People.” This was 
his creed. These people Moussorgsky 
loved and understood—all of them, 
good and bad, wise and foolish, and 
he put them just as they were into 
his music. The stuttering of the vil- 
lage imbecile whom he beheld one 
day making incoherent love to the 
village belle was to this composer 
more significant than any classic

All the court bowed down 
to its superb highness, and even when 
the courtiers had secretly to scratch— 
cowards and sycophants that they 
were—they, nevertheless, cursing un- 
der their breath, paid homage to the 
flea. 

Into the music Moussorgsky has put 
the impudence and sarcasm with 


which Mephistopheles, his tongue in

music, Moussorgsky wrought an ar- 
tistic revolution. Modern composers 
bow to his supreme originality of 
ideas and technic. Moussorgsky paid 
heavily for his achievement. Having 
sacrificed his health for his art he 
changed from a dashing, erect young 
officer in the Russian army to a brok- 
en man.

Scene: The Lithuanian Border.

He is 
followed by the sodliers in pursuit. 
Meanwhile, in the apartments of 
the Tzar at the Kremlin, Xenia is 
weeping over the portrait of her 
lover, who has died, while Feodor, 
her brother, sits reading. Boris en- 
ters and dismissing his daughter with 
words of comfort commends his son’s 
learning. Soon there is a great commo- 
tion outside and Boris, fearing an up- 
rising of the people, sends his son to 
investigate. Alone, he falls a victim 
of fear and remorse for his dark deed. 
There is suddenly a knock at the door 
and Prince Shouisky, who was re- 
sponsible for the carrying out of the 
murder of Dimitri, enters seeking au- 
dience with the king. Admitted by 
Boris, who is repelled by his friendly 
greeting, he tells of the rise of a pre- 
tender to the throne, coming out of 
Poland, whom the nobles and the 
pope acclaim. Boris is terribly alarm- 
ed for fear the pretender is indeed 
the lawful heir and asks Shouisky if 
he really did carry out his commands 
to kill the child prince. Shouisky now 
relates in horrible detail the death of 
Dimitri while Boris overcome with 
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remorse cries out that he was not the 
assassin and prays heaven to purge 
his guilty soul.

They have captured Boyar Khroust- 
chov, a nobleman, and are making 
sport of him. As they pass from the 
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scene a village fool sits in the snow 
and sings a heart rending air on the 
hopeless condition of the empire. The 
simple irony of this touch is unsur- 
passed in opera. 

The last scene returns to the Palace 
of the Kremlin where the Russian 
Duma has gathered to meet with 
Boris. Prince Shouisky is there and 
discloses to the assembled boyars, or 
nobles, something of the real truth 
concerning Dimitri. While he is yet 
speaking Boris enters babbling in de- 
lirium, ‘‘What voice said, ‘Thou mur- 


derer?’ No murderer I!’’ and accuses 
Shouisky. An old monk begs audi-

Is is Pimenn!—and he tells the story 
of a miracle in which the spirit 
of Prince Dimitri appeared to 
an old shepherd and told him he 
would cure him of his blindness, 
which was done immediately upon the 
man making a pilgrimage to the tomb 
of the prince.

PIETRO MASCAGNI 


Pietro Mascagni, the son of an 
Italian baker, was born with genius, 
and determined against the wishes of 

COMO NO Np SEI Neo .2000, his father, to 
follow a musi- 
cal career. He 
resolved to 
take lessons se- 
cretly. His fa- 
ther discovered 
this and Petro 
was Saved from 
a mortal beating 
by a kind-heart- 
ed uncle, who 
took him into 
his house and 
let him com- 
pose. Pietro 
then attracted 
the attention of the Count Florestan 
de Larderel, a wealthy amateur, who 
paid for his tuition at the Milan Con-

servatory. At first he was a failure, 
but in all the annals of Italian opera 
there are few occasions which equal- 
ed, in the display of popular enthu- 
siasm, the opening performance of 
“Cavalieria Rusticana”’ at the Costan- 
zi Theater, which occurred at Rome, 
May 18, 1890. The opera went far 
beyond Italy. All over the world it 
vas received with open arms. Mascag- 
ni is therefore famous as the com- 
poser of one operatic jewel, the ‘‘Ca- 
valleria,’’ which today is as popular, if 
even not more so, than when written. 

In 1888 while at work on an un- 


finished opera, he learned of a prize 


offered for a one-act opera, by Son- 


zogno, the publisher. On aa impulse 
he wrote ‘‘Cavalleria Rusticana,” and 
sent it in. It received the prize and 
he was famous from that day. Noth- 


ing else that Mascagni has written has 
approached it.

ACT IV 
Scene: A Ruined Inn at a Lonely

N A lonely spot by the River Min- 
cio, outside the city of Mantua, 
stands a dilapidated inn, so nearly in 
stands a dilapidated inn, the abode of 
Sparafucile, the assassin, whose serv- 
ices Rigoletto has engaged, and who 
has, with the aid of his sister, Mad- 
dalena, lured the duke hither. Spara- 
fucile is within seated at the table 
polishing his belt. He is unconscious 
that Rigoletto and his daughter are 
without. She is dressed as a young 
cavalier, for her father intends that 
she shall leave the city at once dress- 
ed asa boy. 

The Duke enters the living room 
of the inn dressed as a private soldier 
While Sparatfu- 
cile is serving him he sings one more 
song of the love of women. Gilda 
learns her lover’s true character at 
first hand. This is the well-known 
“La donna e mobile’ (Woman Is 
Fickle). The murderous innkeeper 
calls his sister, a smiling lass in gypsy 
costume, who enters. She laughing- 
ly evades the caresses of the Duke. 
This is part of Rigoletto’s plan tor 
revenge, Sparafucile having been en- 
gaged to kill the nobleman. At this 
stage of the opera the famous quartet 
is given, che “Bella figlia dell’amore”’ 
(Fairest Daughter of the Graces) a 
masterpiece which for the sheer charm 
of its melody and the blending of 
voices has no equal unless it be the 
Sextet from Lucia. It expresses, con- 
curentl, the rapture of the Duke, the 
amorous charm of the girl who co- 
guets with him, the disappointment 
ef Gilda and the dust for vengeance 
for Rigoletto, who at last, has his 
enemy within his grasp. After tt 
reaches its climax and dies out in lin- 
vering tones, Rigoletto bids Gilda to 
vo home, (her faith in her lover now 
having been destroyed) take what 
cold is there and hasten on to Verona 
where he will join her on the mor- 
row. She begs him to go with her 
but as he will not, she goes cff alone. 

Rigoletto confers with Sparafucile, 
pays him half the money promised 
for the crime and says he will re- 
turn at mihnight with the other half 
upon evidence that the duke is dead. 
A terrible storm comes up, Spara- 
fucile entrs the inn and interrupts the 


duke’s advances to Maddalene. The 


duke, obliged by the storm to spend 
the night, ascends the rickety steps to 
a bedroom overhead and is soon 
asleep. Sparafucile and his sister dis- 
cuss the deed that is about to be done. 
Gilda comes again to the tavern to 
seek shelter from the storm that 
breaks upon her. She hears Madda- 
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Maddalena, a Cyprian, sister of 
Sparafucile (Contralto)

The Fair. 


FAIR is in progress in a Square 
before the inn of Bacchus, near 
the city gates. 
Students, 


A crowd of soldiers, 
peasants, old men, young 
women and matrons, has gathered to 
Celebrate. This is the ‘‘Kermesse 
scene” with the music revealing every 
type of individual and every contrast- 
ing mood. Among the students, Wag- 
ner, a former pupil of Faust’s but 
now enlisted in the army, is rallying 
Siebel, who loves Marguerite, a vil- 
lage maiden. Valentine enters, dispir- 
ited because his going away leaves his 
sister Marguerite unprotected. He 
now bids farewell to her in a melody 
broad, noble and of peculiar beauty. 
This is the “Dio Po: 


Bravest Heart). He 


sente’’ (Even 
commends her 
to Siebel’s care, who promises to pro- 
tect her. Mephistopheles enters with 
Faust and renders the “Le Veau d’Or’”’ 


(The Calf of Gold). It ends with a 


Mephistopheles objecting to the poor 
quality of the wine, says he will ob- 
tain better. Leaping upon the table, 


which brings him up to the signboard 


of the inn — Bacchus seated upon a 
cask ——- he calls upon the god and 
draws wine from the cask. Once 


more he speaks lightly the name of 
Marguerite and Valentine with his 
friends close in upon him to avenge 
the insult. The fiend draws with his 
blade a magic circle and each assail- 
ant is bafiled and opposed as by a 
wall. With medieval intuition they 
reverse their swords and present the 
hilts, each of which is in the form of 
a cross, and advancing upon him 
make him retreat. He quails hetore 
the sacred emblem. Faust is left alone 
in the crowd. 

The popular and ever beautiful 
waltz now begins and js in relieving 
contrast to the tense dramatic scene 
just past. In the midst of it Faust 
appears, approaching Marguerite with 
respectful greeting. He has added the 


Chaliapin 


ness. The violin 
obligato which is 
introduced into 
this music is wreathed about it like a 
living vine. The demon and Faust 
now depart. 

At length Marguerite appears, and 
seating herself at her spinning wheel 
sings. How lovely she appears in her 
young womanhood with mind and 
body unblemished! Her dreams are 
as innocent as those of childhood. Her 
song 1s the ‘‘Le Roi de Thule’ (The 
King of Thule), but it is interrupted 
by thoughts of the handsome stranger 
who spoke to her. Suddenly she sees 
the flowers and then the jewels. With 
childlike wonder and delight she plays 
with them, then, puts them on. She 
now sings the remarkably brilliant 
“Air des bijoux’’ (Jewel Song), a 
coloratura number of exacting de- 
mand. 

She is thus adorned when Martha 
enters and tells her that the jewels 
have probably been lett by some ad- 
mirer. A rap at the garden gate and 
Faust and Mephistopheles are admit- 
ted by Martha for whom the fiend 
pretends to have news. He now tells 
her of her husband’s death, of his 
message to her, of her now free es- 
tate, and finally he makes love to her 
all to distract the old woman’s atten- 
tion from the lovers. Meanwhile 
Faust has offered Marguerite his arm 
and the four promenade the garden. 
An odd but beautiful quartet here de- 
velops——mostly worked out in the solo 
passages, but joining here and there 
into peals of ringing, delicious har- 
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mony. This is the “Eh Quoi tou- 
jours seule” (But Why So Lonely? ). 
Then follows an equally beautiful di- 
alogue between the lovers. Marguerite 


confides to Faust her loneliness, and 
in an exquisite passage she speaks of 
her dead sister. Faust is all tenderness 
and sympathy and her trust in him 
increases. Mephistopheles has evaded 
Martha and looks upon his work of 
bringing Faust and Marguerite to- 
gether with great satistaction. With 
arms extended he sings the solemn 
“Invocation Song” (Oh Night, Draw 
Thy Curtain), calling upon the night 
to draw over the scene its own magic 
so that the lovers, under iis witchery, 
shall be drawn into each other’s arms. 

Meanwhile Faust has been wooing 
Marguerite, who is much attracted to 
the gallant young man. Her beauty 
and sincerity make him so esteem her 
that he quells the impulse which Me- 
phistopheles has put into~ his heart. 
They now bid each other a tender 
farewell after plighting their troth. 
This is done in the gentle and lovely 
‘*Tardi si fa’’ (The Hour Is Late), but 
he pleads with her. Now follows the 
soft beauty of the “Dammi Ancor’”’ 
(Let Me Gaze), which has rarely if 
ever been excelled in music. No com- 
position has more perfectly expressed 
the sensuous beauty of human love in 
all its depth and sincerity. They 
promise to meet on the morrow and 
already Faust longs for the morning 
to come. ‘Wait!’ cries the tempter. 
“Wait and hear what she tells the 
Stars!" “Elle. ouvre sa_ fenetre’’ 
(She opens the Window). Standing 
there at her: casement, a figure of 
beauty, in the silence and solitude of 
the garden, Marguerite confesses to 
the stars her great love for Faust and 
her longing for the morrow. Faust, 
hearing, is enraptured, and released 
by Mephistopheles, springs to the 
casement and clasps her in his arms,

1" HER garden Marguerite — sits 
brooding over the sorrow that has 


descended upon her, Siebel comes 
to her and is deeply moved by her 
sadness and her wrong. He swears 
that he will kitl Faust, but she begs 
him to spare him as she still loves 
him. Outside in the great square be- 
fore the cathedral soldiers returning 
victorious from the war, enter and are 
greeted hy their wives and sweet- 
hearts. Their'welcome is voiced by 
the familiar “‘Deponiam il brando,’’ 
known as the ‘Soldiers Chorus.” 
Valentine enters his sister’s house, and 
the stage is emptied as the others 
drift away. Faust and the demon 
appear and Mephistopheles is for en- 
tering Marguerite’s house but Faust 
is unwilling, being torn with grief and 
contrition. Throwing back his cloak 
the fiend stations himself beneath the 
window and renders the ‘‘Catarina’”’ 
(While You Play at Sleéping). This 
villainous and mocking serenade is 


executed in a sinister, snarling minor 
mode with a hideous mocking laugh 
at the end, beginning with high G, 
and jumping by successive octaves to 
low G, where it gives way to noteless 
and horrible cachination. 

Valentine rushes out. He draws 
swords with Faust and the scene is 
replete with savage energy. Valentine 
has no chance against two adversaries 
and falls mortally wounded. He dies 
cursing the innocent Marguerite and 
crying ‘“‘Thy fine betrayer’s sword, 
Hath sent thy brother home!’ Citi- 
zens enter, but Faust and his accom- 
plice make good their escape. Mar- 
guerite reels into the house her reason 
tottering with this new misfortune and 
the curse tnat has fallen upon her. 
Later she hastens to the Cathedral to 
pray, but Mephistopheles appears be- 
fore her. She stumbles in fright at the 
threshold and he taunts her there by 
his gibes preventing her from hearing 
the holy chant of the choir within, 
and causing her to swoon with despair 
as he pictures the fiends that attend 
her steps and wait for her soul. At 
length she gains strength to break 
away and rushes into the church. Now 
comes the reliet of the “Ballet Music” 
that follows the end of the act. This 
depicts, in music, the ‘‘Walpurgis 
Night,’’? whereon the witches of earth 
and the demons of hell hold revery on 


Faust reminds Mephistopheles of 
his promise to serve him and compels 
him to take him at once to Marguerite. 
They go to the prison where Marguer- 
ite is confined in punishment for the 
murder of her child. The demon hav- 
ing procured the keys admits Faust 
while he remains outside keeping 
guard. 

Faust falls upon his knees beside the 
pallet of straw on which the sadly 


thanged Marguerite lies asleep, and 


calling her name wakens her. She 
recognizes him joyfully but her mem- 
ories and rambling talk show plainly 
that her mind is deranged, although 
she is most affectionate. He begs her 
to come with him and swears that he 
will save her. Now.comes the brutal 
‘“Alerte’’ of Mephistopheles opening 
the final superb trio, “‘Alerte! ou vous 
etes perdus!’’ (Then Leave Her,) The 
sight of Mephistopheles without, and 
the remembrance of his taunts and 
dire predictions throws her into a 
frenzy of fear. She begins frantically 
to pray and falls. upon her knees in a 
dying state. Suddenly, like a_ star 
shining in a dark sky, comes the 
“Anges Pures’’ (Holy Angels) one of 
the most inspired of ‘all operatic cli- 
maxes. As she prays the heavens open 
and a company of holy angels is heard 
welcoming the repentant woman. 
Mephistopheles, with a derisive laugh,

‘The vil- 
lagers now joke about Tonto remain- 
ing behind to make love to Nedda, 
and Canio, serious and angry, warns 
Tonio at once and tells him not to 
try that game on him, as the stage 
and life are altogether different, and 
the outcome would be far from a 
happy or humorous one.  Nedda, 
standing near, has heard, and won- 
ders if he suspects her. The crowd 
disperses, some to the church and 
others to the tavern. 

Left alone, Nedda thinks of the 
anger of her husband and. trembles 
lest he discover her secret. The bright- 
ness of the afternoon and the spirit 
of the holiday, however, quickly 
change the course of her mind and 
she sings the “Che vol d’augelli!”’ 
(Ye Birds Without Number') — It is

Tonio goes out and Peppe 
helps the audience to find seats, while 
Nedda passes around the plate for 
money. She observes that Silvio has 
entered quietly and whispers to him 
that her husband did not see him. He 
whispers back that he will wait for 
her that night and she continues on 
her rounds. 

The play begins. On the little 
stage, Nedda appears as Columbine, 
seated at a table. She rises, and going 
to a windew, states that her husband 
will be late coming home that eve- 
ning. From beneath the window 
comes the sound of one serenading 
and we hear the voice of Harlequin 
(the Silvio of the play interpreted by 
Peppe) in the extravagant “Serenata 
d’Arlecchino” (Harequin’s Serenade). 
Now Taddeo comes and watches her 
through the door, exclaiming: on her 
beauty and declaring his love for her. 
As he enters in clumsy, loverly fash- 
ion he presents her with a present of 
provisions for which he has been sent. 
She now signals from the window. 


Taddeo kneels before her and speaks 
of his love with deep fervor, when 
Harlequin leaps in through the win- 
dow and taking him by the ear, sends 
him away with a kick. Taddeo goes, 
realizing that Harlequin is her favored 
lover, yet with mind made up to pro- 
tect her. Harlequin hands Colum- 
bine a sleeping draught to give her 
husband that night just as Taddco 
rushes in and states that Pagliaccio 
has returned, has caught the lovers 
together and seeks a weapon. Harle- 
quin leaps from the window, and 
Columbine calls after him, ‘Till night, 
then— and forever I’ll be thine.”’ 

Canio, playing Pagliaccio, coming 
on the stage at this time, recognizes 
the very words that his wife mention- 
ed ihn promise that afternoon, and is 
so vividly reminded of his own griev- 
ance that he accusses Nedda of having 
a lover. She tries to recall him to his 
part, but the real and the fictitious run 
so nearly parallel that his passion is 
all too little feigned, and he faces 
her ina threatening manner. He now 
fiercely demands the name of her 
lover, but Nedda (still as Columbine ) 
protests, and in alarm cries, ‘“‘Pagliac- 
cio! Pagliaccio! He now throws off 
ull disguise and becomes the jealous 
husband.”’ ‘No, Pagliaccio non son”’ 
(No, FPunchinello, No More!) cries 
he. The audience applauds heartily, 
unaware that anything other than a 
comedy is passing before Ahem. He 
sinks into a chair, overwhelmed by 
his emotions, 

Canio tells how he hoped for love, 
believing her virtue, but now he 
scornfully bids her go. The audience 
cries “Bravo!’’ and some of the wom- 
en weep in sympathy. Nedda, white 
with fear, faces her husband,. who 
fiercely demands her lover’s name. 
She declares it is Harlequin. He 
threatens her but she steadfastly re- 
fuses to name the man, while the au- 
dience questions whether this is play 
or reality. Tonio, in revenge, pre- 
vents Peppe from interfering. Nedda 
continues defiant, and declares her 
love, but not for her husband. As she 
attempts to pass from the stage he 
stabs her with his dagger. Suddenly 
Silvio leaps to the front, drawing his 
weapon, and while some of the peo- 


ple rush away, others, not under- 
standing, hold Silvio. At this instant, 
Canio springs upon him, crying, 


“'PTwas you!” and stabs him to the 
heart. Letting his knife fall, Canio, 
as if stupified, exclaims, “The comeds 
is ended!’

SCENE I. 


(A public place, or square, in a 
Cicilian village. At the back, on the 
left, is a church with convenient 
doors. On the right is the cottage 
and tavern of Mamma Lucia. The 
time is Easter Day.) 


FANTASIA or Orchestral Pre- 
lude opens the work expressing 
the principal airs of the opera 
which are welded together with 
splendid musicianship. While 
this prelude is in motion the 
voice of Turiddu is heard from behind 
the curtain singing the “Siciliana,’ pos- 
sibly the most popular number in the 
entire opera. 


O Lola, fair as flow’rs in beauty smiling, 

Love from thy soul-lit eyes 

Softly is glowing; 

He who would kiss thy lips, red and 
beguiling, 

Blissful and favored were he 

Such heaven knowing! 


The long-drawn cadences of this beau- 
tiful love song, together with its deeply 
colored harmonies, presage the tragedy 
which is the consummation of Turtddu’s 
love for Lola. This is a serenade, and 
the composer has given the melody a 
guitarlike accompaniment which ts un- 
usually charming. 

Turiddu, a young soldier just returned 
from the wars, was pledged to marry 
Lola, but during his absence she has 
married Alfio.

For many centuries Nineveh and 
Babylon, once the mightiest cities in 
the unfverse, were but names to the 
men who lived after them. The: 
came the learned and patient excava- 
ters who uncovered the dead Cities 
from their shrouds of sand and re- 
veaicd to an astounded world a Civi- 
lization undreamed of in modern 
times. And through the untiring et- 
forts of the archeoligists we have 
come to know of the manners and 
customs of a people who rivaled 
Egypt in the era of its greatest glories. 
‘a tiere again we have che great altars 
in the mighty temples ablaze with 
Sweeily smelling gums and woods. 
Herodotus tells of the great temple in 
Babyion erected to Baal, w ith its gol- 
den statue worth millions of dollars, 
and its golden altar on which was 
burned a million dollars’ worth ot pure 
incense anually. The Assyrians like- 
wise were lovers of perfumes and cos- 
metics, and it 4s said their last k.ng, 
Sardanapaius, beset on all sides by; 
foes, chese to die the death of a true 
eastern voluptuary. He caused a huge 
pile of fragrant wood to be erected, 
placed thereon his wivés and all his 
treasures, and taking his place on top, 
orde,ed h.s attendants to apply the 
torch. 

Hiesiod, the earliest known Greek 
poet, who is believed to have lived 
gbout 700 B. C., made an attempt to 
catalog the deities of his country. His 
list indicates there must have been 
about thirty thousand in his day, and 
the numbers was growing constantly. 
And inasmuch as these were all wor- 
Shiped in one way-or another it can 
easily be seen that the amount of tn- 
cense and other aromatics burned in 
theese favor must bave reached an un- 
believable total. 


e“TYMAERE was an. incense altar in 

every house. No Greek began 
a journey or started an enterprise 
without first propitiating the gods; 
9nd the extent to which fragrant odors 
entered into the life ef the Greeks 
can be gleaned trom a description ot 
the celebrated Elysian fields, in the 
midst of which rose a golden city with 
emerald ramparts; ivory pavements 
2xad cinnamon gates. Around the 
walls flowed a river of perfumes 100 
cubits in width and deep enough to 
Swim in. From the river rose a sweet! 
smelling mist. In the city spouted 305 
fountains of honey and 500 ot the 
most tragrant essences known to me! 
or gods. 

Gareek deities, indeed, reveled in 
meciar and ambrosia. Homer thus 
describes Juno’s preparations to mee 
Venus: 

“Here first she bathes, and round her 
body pours 

Soft oils of fragrance, and ambrosial 
showers. 

The winds, pertuime 
conveys 
Through heaven, through earth, and 

all th’ aerial ways. 
Spirit divine! whose exhalation greets 
The sense of gods with more than 
mortal sweets.”’ 

In Greece the preparation of per- 
fumes and .cosmetics was*mainly in 
the hands of women who were fre- 
quently believed to be magicians. 
Circe detained Ulysses by means ot 
delectabel odors. Medea boiled old 
Eson in an aromatic bath and turned 
han out a perfect juvenile. Venus 
bestowed a divine = essence upon

Phaon, the Lesbian pilot, which gave 
him such handsome teatures that 
Sappho fell in love with him, and, 
fingd.ng that love unrequited, flung 
herself into the sea. Helen was sup- 
posed to nave acquired her gift of 
fatal beauty from cosmetics given her 
by Paris, ‘who, turn received them 
from the nymph Oenone, confidante 
of Venus. 

Solon once issued an edict forbid- 
ding perfumes, but like all sumptuary 
legislation, it was openly disregarded, 
and the shops of the perfumers were 
thronged as befcre with loungers. 
Diogenes himself was not above drift- 
ing into one of these places, though 
he usually left his tub at the door. 
Contrary to the practice of others, 
however, the old bearder of Alexan- 
der appl ed the unguents to his feet, 
observing to the railing bystanders 
that whereas the perfume, when ap- 
plied to the head and face, ascends 
into the Air, it “enveloped my whole 
hbedy and gratefully ascends to my 
' when applied to the lower ex- 
tremeties. 

The Greeks in the hey-dey of their 
glory utilized a vast number of per- 
tures, unguents and o:mtments, and 
these have been described at great 
length by some of their writers. They 
know the places trom which the best 
aromatics could: be obtained, to wit: 

‘The irts is best at Elis and at Cyzicus, 
the periume ae from roses is most 
excellent at Phaselis, and that made 
at Naples and Capua is also very tine. 
That made from crocus (saffron) is 
in the highest perféction at Soli in 
Cilicia and at Rhodes. The essence 
of spikenard is best at Tarsus, and the 
extract of vine leaves is made best at 
Cyprus and at Adramyttium.”? And

so it went, the treatise, until it ran 
the gamut of. everything sold in 
Athens. 


The Romans were addicted to three 
kinds of perfumes—the solid un- 
guents, the liquid unguents having an 
oily base and the powdered perfumes. 
The famous baths had rooms devoted 
specially to anointing the body after 
And as nn Greece and other 
countries there were Countless altars 
on which burned votive offerings. 
The women, as usual, quickly adapt- 
ed the customs of their sisters ia other 
lands, and before many years had 
passed their toilets were as pertect as 
the arts of the ancient world could 
make them. . Juvenal, the great satir- 
ist, pictures the Roman matron sur- 
rounded by as many as twenty attend- 
ants, all doing their trembling best to 
Inake their mistress a paragon of per- 
fumed and anointed beauty 

The Emperor Caligula spent enor- 
mous sums for exquisite scents, and 
Nero was sald to have burned more 
Incense at Poppaea’s tuneral than 
Arabia could produce in ten years, 
Saffron -was highly prized by the 
Romans, and streams ot it flowed at 
their great banquets and festivals. 

Cosmetigs came to be very popular 
in the declining days of the Roman 
empire, and many and weird were the 
recipes that have been handed down 
to Us, Poppaea, who was Nero's wite 
used to bathe in asses’ milk every day, 
and when she was banished she ob- 
tained permission to take twenty of 
these diminutive animals with her a 
order that her tavorite ablutions migh 
not be distur bed. 

Juvenal again adds a-_¥ satirical 
touch here by declaring that a Ro- 
man’s wite was never visible to her 
husband at home, so buried was she 


in pea flour, barley meal, eges, wine 
lees and other preparations, and that 
it was only when she tared abroad 
that he saw what she really looked 
like 

Ovidye the tamous” poet, wrote a 
book on cosmetics and included many 
recipes. Much of this, unfortunately 
—or tortunately—has been lost to us. 

As civilization crept northward 
through burope the -perfumers’ art 
Kept pace with it. The Arabs intro- 
duced it to Spain and thence it tound 
iis wa oO trance the Vandals 


who swooped down on Rome told 
their women about what they had 
tound there and whetted their wives’ 


and daughters’ curiosity to the point 
where they were eager to emulate the 
customs of the ladies to the south. 

Then the Crusaders returned with 
Strange tales of oriental essences, and 
trom that time on the custom spread 
rapidly. Rose waiter came'into being, 
and was given to guests after ban- 
quets at the houses of nobles for wash- 
ing atter meals. Perfumers were 
granted a charter by Philip Augustus 
in 1190, and this later was contirmed 
by John in 1357, and later still by 
Henry Ill m 1582 

Alcoholic perfumes did not make 
their appearance until the fourteenth 
century, the first to be mentioned be- 
ing Hungary water, so called because 
it was used by Queen Elizabeth of 
Hungary in 1370 for the enhancement 
of her beauty.

One of 
which she was very fond was made of 
apples mixed with the fat of a young 
deg! Cromwell put a damper on the 
business during the commonwealth, 
but it became very popular again when 
Charles I] mounted the throne. Per- 
fumed patches also were introduced, 
serving the double purpose-of cover- 
ing an unsightly pimple on a duchess’ 
face and exhaling a delicate scent. 

In the reign of Louts XV_ court 
etiguet required a different fragrance 


every day. Madame De Pompadour 
spent $100,000 annually on perfumes 
and cosmetics, and Marie Antoinette 
did not stint herself. The Empress 
Josephine possessed the usual passion- 
ate tondness of creoles for scents, and 
the emperor himself was not above 
their use, hardened campaigner that 
he was, 

Gradually, as decade succeeded de- 
cade following the Napoleonic epoch, 
the use of perfumes and cosmetics 
took firm hold in Europe and the 
United States. Ceisters of culture be- 
gan to appear in New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and where culture 
flourished there one could find the 
perfumer flourishing as well. But, all 
in all, the headway made was slight. 
The country was busied with the work 
of the pioneer and it had little time 
for luxuries. 

As a matter of fact, it might he 
said that the use of scents and oils did 
not strike its greatest stride in this 
country .until the beginning of the 
twentieth century. Since then the hold 
they have taken on the United States 
has been amazing. Cosmetics, den- 
irifices, pastes, tinctures, pastils, pom- 
ades, hair oils, dyes and washes have 
been saturated with every known form 
of fragrant odor. At no time in the 
history of the country, it seems, have 
women been so bent on enhancing 
their charms. Anyone who knows 
the beauty shop game should be able 
to clean up a fortune within a very 
lew years. 

This is an age of perfume, as surely 
as it is an age of jazz, riotous colors 
and sex novels. Indeed, they prob- 
ably spring from the same basis, some 
occult, little known ‘‘vibration” that 
has turned our modern world into a 
feverish whirl of business no less than 
pleasure. Let the psychologists and 
phycho-analysts fight that out among 
themselves.
